Thank you for the email. The deadline has not passed. We would like to receive your full application at 
your earliest convenience, as we will be entering a critical time period soon for putting the overall 
application together for the Virginia Tobacco Settlement Trust, However, I am still waiting for further 
details on how the proposals will be submitted to the VA Tobacco Settlement Trust, and I hope to have 
that information very soon. 

At this point, I believe (and this could change...) we are going to gather each investigator's lull proposal 
and submit them together in one application to be reviewed by the VA Tobacco Settlement Trust. It 
sounds as if this is the best way to get the funds from the state. Basically, this would be a general 
application for funds for research on anatabine as a potential anti-inflammatory agent. Those funds 
would be dispersed to the Universities involved (UVA and VCU), and you ultimately would receive funds 
for your project. Again : this involves several lawyers and government and university officials, so I'm 
waiting to hear exactly what they decide to be the best course of action. 

Regarding anatabine, I have attached some information that I hope will be helpful. Unfortunately, we do 
not currently have pharm acokinetic data for anatabine dosing in humans at this time, but those studies 
are currently underway. In the meantime, please refer to information about our recommend dosing for

This is a little tricky, but in this case, Rock Creek will not be acting as the Sponsor. We are merely acting as 
facilitators for a grant application process. Dr. Clore's research proposal is one of several being collected from 
researchers at UVA and VCU to be submitted as one grant proposal to the Virginia Tobacco Commission (VTC} for 
funding. The purpose of the overall grant to the VTC is to provide funding for the conduct of studies in Virginia, by 
Virginia academic institutions, to evaluate whether the dietary s upplement anatahine has effects on a number of 
health conditions characterized by chronic inflammation. Below is a brief description of how the process is 
envisioned to work. 

Since grant applications to the VTC must be made by a not for profit entity, and si nee the majority of the 
applications were from UVA, we hoped that UVA would be willing to serve as the host facility for the grant UVA 
would submit a grant to the VTC, administrate the grant, manage all funds and act as the host institution. Funded 
studies at other institutions (such as VCU} would be managed as collaborating investigators under the grant as per
